What the VFW did was to fix up 
the exhibit hall on the Third Dis- 
trict Stock Show grounds so 
it 


would serve the public comfortably 
during the cold season. They hold 
dances and school events, out 
there, and about 300 persons were 
seated for dinner the night the 
Hope and State Chambers of Com- 
merce used the hall for the annual 
award of Pasture and Balanced 
Farming contest prizes. 


It seems to me this is a prac- 


ticed illustration of what Hope 
could do for community and trade- 
territory events during the Winter 
if we only had a real field-house. 
It would be a community sports 
and entertainment center from late 
Fall to early Summer, with seating 
capacity to make it feasible 
to 


bring college 
basketball 
teams 
here, and with bowling facilities 
on the ground floor. 


Football did not boom here un- 
til the community ventured to put 
up a stadium, and today Hope still 
doesn't have a Winter sports build- 
ing with seating capacity equal 
to other southwest Arkansas towns 
and villages only a fraction our 
size. 


The death last week-end of Roark 


Bradford removes from the literary 
scene one of this generation's shin- 
ing lights. You read many of his 
short stories in Collier's and the 
Saturday Evening Post, featuring 
the Little Bee Bend Plantation on 
Red river and the fabulous char- 
acter the Widovv Duck. 
Greatest acclaim went to 
"Or 
Man Adam an' 
His 
Chillun," 
Roark's foundation work 
which 


went on the New York stage and 
Hollywood screen as "Green Pas- 
tures." But for most of us the 
short stories of the Little Bee Bend 
Plantation were most endearing 
because they were about our own 
Red river valley. 


I heard a lot about Roark Brad- 
ford the Spring of 1923 when I 
came out of the University of Mis- 
souri and went to El Dorado, and 
looking over his obituary I note 
that that was the year Bradford 
came back from 
the East 
and 
settled in New Orleans. He was 
close to many people at Camden 
and El Dorado, studied the rivers 
and the river folks all his life, 
and made them world famous in 
a career that ended abruptly at 
age 52.* * *

Britain Would 
Adopt Plan of 
Bernadotte

Paris. Nov. 18 —(/P)—Britain for- 


mally asked the United Nations to- 
day to apply the late Count Folke 
3crnadotte's plan to Palestine. A 
British spokesman said the United 
States delegation took part "at an 
official level" in drafting this pro- 
posal. 


The British submitted to the 58- 


nation political committee a resolu- 
.ion following the lines of the sla'.n 
mediator's final report. The resolu- 
tion calls for a conciliation com- 
mission of three nations to super- 
vise the division of Palestine be- 
tween Arabs and Israelis. 


The resolution suggested that the 
conciliation commission also taks 
over, at the request of the security 
council, any or all functions of the 
acting mediator, Ralph J. Bunche, 
and the present U. N. truce com- 
lission.

aspects of the Berlin crisis. 
They will consult with Dr. Philip 


C. Jessup, 
U. S.

handles the Berlin case for Mar- 
shall in the security council. 
This step was disclosed by 
an 


American delegation source .as of 
the currency control problem

the former German capital. 
The American experts are flying 


to Paris from the Treasury

partment in Washington and from 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay's military gov- 
ernment staff in Berlin.

Vatican City, Nov. 17 — 
- 


A 05-year-old attorney, climbed to 
the great dome of 
St.' Peter's 


Basilica today and leaped 1G4 feet 
to his death among thousands at 
the faithful gathered in Christen- 
dom's largest church. 


A great moan went up from tlie 


massed worshippers as the 
botiy 


of Pietro Puglicri crashed on the 
Mosaic floor in front of the altar 
of confession. 


H was Ihe second suicide wilhin 


six months to desecrate the great 
church. Six months ago, an 
Un- 


employed youth shot himself 
to 
death before the main altar 


Puglieri climbed to the first Ida- 


gia inside the cupola of the grdat 
dome. He shed his overcoat and 
hurled it over the railing to warn 
the throng gathering for the first 
oration of the dedication 
of 
the 
church. 


Then he climbed the waist-high 


railings, paused for 
a 
moment 


while white-faced faithful 
below 


watched in horror, and jumped He 
uttered nol a, word. 


He cleared the bronze canopied 
altar over the tomb of St. Peter, 
before which Ihe marble 'statue of 
Pope Pius VI kneels in prayer, and 
crashed on the mosaic floor 


Ponlificinl gendarmes rushed to 


the spot while the faithful, includ- 
ing many newlywcds who custom- 
arily 
visit 
St. 
Peter's milled 
around. 


The blue-uniformed gendarmes 
covered the body with a white sheet 
and took it to the parish church of 
St. Anne, inside Vatican City. 


The great church of St, Peter's' 


had to be consecrated again 
be- 
cause of the suicide. This was done 
at 2:30 p.m. by Mgr. Leon Grornier, 
one of the altar canons.

Charles De Gaulle, renewing his 
bid for the leadership of France, 
said today that the nation faced a 
complete political 
and 
economic 


collapse unless it threw 
out

middle of the road coalition gov- 
ermcnt. 


Nine clays after 
he 
scored 
a 


sweeping victory in elections to the 
upper chamber of parliament, DC 
Gaulle demanded general elections 
for the 
national 
assembly, 
the 


lower chamber in which the legis- 
lative power lies. 


The wartime leader of the anti- 


Nazi French sounded 
the 
alarm 


together wilh his new demands at 
a jammed press conference in the 
headquarters of his rally of 
the 


French people. The movement has 
no deputies as such in the national 
assembly, since 
it 
was 
not 
in 


existence when the last 
elections 
were held. 


Pledging his group not to join 


any coalition with the third force 
parties now threading a troubled 
way between the threat of commu- 
nism on the extreme left and the 
demands of De Gaulle on the x- 
treme right, he also: 


1. Accused the United States and 
Great Britain of restoring a Ger- 
man Reich which inevitably would 
ally itself with Russia for an 
at- 
tack on the West. 


2. Attacked the Anglo-American 


decision to restore the Ruhr 
in- 


dustries to German ownership — 


an infinitely grave decision 
for 
France." 


3. Advocated restoration of the 


former Italian colonies to 
Italy. 


4. Attacked the defense plans of 


the union of Western Europe 
in- 


sisting it would be 
"intolerable" 


for the defense of France 
to 
be 


entrusted to non-Frenchmen. 


5. Proposed a new global stra- 
tegy scheme by 
which France 


would be in charge of the Euro- 
pean and North African theater, 
Britain would be in charge of the 
Middle East and East Africa, and 
the United States would 
be 
re- 


sponsible for the: defense of 
the 
Far East and Pacific. 


6. Hinted he probably would dis- 


solve ad outlaw the Communist 
party if he rose to power. 


He urged the scrapping 
of 
the 


Western Union and North Atlantic 
defense plans, to be replaced by 
a world strategy board consisting 
of the 
president 
of 
the 
United 


States the prime minister of Great- 
Britain and the head of the French 
government, aided by their chief 
military advisors. 


"Any program for centering Eu- 


ropean defense plans 
in 
Britain 


must be a bad one," he said. 


From the French viewpoint such 


organization is unacceptable It is 
intolerable that the direction of the 
defense of France and the war ef- 
fort of France should be in the 
hands of anyone but a Frenchman."
